NAPANEE,  Aug.  18— About  five  o'- 
clock on  Friday  morning,  death  claim- 
ed one  of  the  best  known  young  bus- 
iness men  of  the  tbwn  in  the  person 
of  J.  Edwin  Miller,  and  his  passing 
has  occasioned   wide  spread  regret. 

Mr.  Miller  was  taken  to  the  Kings- 
ton General  Hospital  on  Saturday, 
and  it  was  found  necessary  to  at  once 
perform  an  operation  for  appendicitis. 

The  operation  was  a  very  serious 
one,  and  since  then  his  condition  had 
been  very  critical,  peritonitis  having 
set  in.  Since  Monday  many  inquir- 
ies had  been  made  concerning  his 
condition  and  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
there  was  a  slight  improvement.  How- 
ever he  again  took  worse  and  pass- 
ed away  peacefully  in  the  early  hours 
of  Friday  morning. 

Mr.  Miller,  on  August  4th  observed 
his  46th,  birthday  anniversary.  He  was 
a  native  of  Arden,  a  son  of  J.  W.  Miller 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Miller.  His  mother 
passed  away  when  he  was  nine  years 
of  age.  His  early  education  was  re- 
|  ceived  at  the  Arden  school,  after 
which  he  went  to  Newburgh,  where  he 
attended  high  school.  Completing  his 
studies,  he  came  to  Napanee  and 
learned  his  apprenticeship  with  the 
late  Mr.  T.  B.  Wallace.  Completing 
his  apprenticeship,  he  went  to  Tor- 
onto where  he  entered  the  Pharmacy 
school  and  received  his  degree. 

Mr.  Miller  then  left  for  Brockville, 
where  he  was  associated,  in  the  drug 
store  of  Adam  Fuller  ton  Where  he  re- 
mained about  a  year. 

Receiving  a  splendid  offer  from  Mr. 
Wallace  to  return  to  Napanee,  he  be- 
came associated  with  Mr.  Wal- 
lace and  was  for  over  27  years  in 
this  well  known  drug  store.  In  1933 
a  joint  company  was  formed  consist- 
ing of  Mr.  Wallace,  Mr.  Miller  and 
Mr.  W.  K.  Huston.  Mr.  Wallace  the 
senior  member  of  the  firm  passed 
away  very  suddenly  in  Toronto  a  few 
weeks  ago. 

Mr.  Miller,  toy  his  pleasing  and  cap- 
tivating manner  made  many  friends, 
and  he  was  known  in  possibly  every 
part  of  the  country.  He  took  a  keen 
interest  in  educational  matters  and 
for  some  time  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  chair- 
man of  the  supply  committee.  When 
the  Rotary  Club  was  organized  in 
Napanee  a  number  of  years  ago,  he 
enrolled  as  a  charter  member  and 
greatly  enjoyed  the  meetings  and  the 
splendid  work  which  was  accomplish- 
ed by  the  club.  He  was  a  member 
of  Union  Lodge,  No.  9  A.  F.  and  A. 
M.  and  a  member  of  Trinity  United 
church . 

He  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss,  his 
widow,  who  before  her  marriage  was 
Miss  Katherine  Vine,  a  son  "Bobby", 
a  daughter  Marian,  his  father  and 
step-mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Miller  and  three  brothers,  George  E. 
of  Saskatoon,  W.  A.  of  Darlingford, 
Man.  and  Charles  W.  of  Exter.  A  sis- 
ter Lillian  died  at  the  a.ge  of  13 
years. 

The  funeral  will  be  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Masonic  Order.  A 
private  service  is  to  be  held  at  the 
family  residence  on  Sunday,  sifter 
which  the  public  service  will  take

Our  records  contain  several  references  to  Samuel  Millers  but  only  the  following 
one  is  from  Ernes town. 

The  petition  of  Samuel  Miller  of  the  Township  of  Ernestown  in  the  Midland 
District,  January  2,  1833.        Samuel  Miller  was  a  twenty-one  year  old  innkeeper 
and  the  son  of  Andrew  Miller  of  Ernestown,  a  United  Empire  Loyalist.    He  petitioned 
for  a  grant  of  200  acres  of  land.     (R.G.I,  L3,  Vol.357,  Bundle  18,  No.  24) 

There  is  also  a  petition  of  Andrew  Miller  containing  an  affidavit  by 
John  Burch  to  the  effect  that  Andrew  Miller  came  to  Uprier  Canada  during  the 
period  1778-1779  and  that  his  father  and  family  were  good  loyalists  who  were 
unfortunately  killed  by  Indians.    September  14,  1795.     (R.G.I,  L3,  Vol.328,  M/149) .
